ant Testimony in the 


Water Case.. 


The water case was resumed before 


Judge Hart In the Superior Court this 
morning. Engineer Schuyler was on 
the stand In continuation of his testi- 
mony of yesterday. 
In 
response to 


questions by McCutcheon, witness said 
the material 
was unsuitable for a 


'purely earthen dam of the helsht pro; 
posed. 
It would not be safe or good 


engineering 
to construct 
a putely 


earthen dam with such material. 


"You have said the'dam would have 


to be 14.-. feet lilBli. What amount of 
yield would such a reservoir have that 
c'nuld be depended on from 
year to 


j;ear?" was aslo-d. 
' Hayne 
objected 
and McCutcheon 


s'ald 'that he was simply asking the 
witness to go over the ground that had 
been gone over by Allardt. The wit- 
ness was responding when Hayno In- 
terrupted. The answer necessarily In- 
volved the run off. Witness nnnwered 
on one basis. 7.900,000 gallons a day. 
On another basis, It was G.SOO.OOX gal- 
lons a day. The flr«t basin was on u, 
wet season. The other basis was on a 
shorter 
season 
11 Ith 
a 
period of 


drouth. 


The diversion contemplated that the 


Hume would divert Its full capacltj' of 
;0,000,000 a day. It would be very diffi- 
cult to determine the amount of 
the 


run-off .(hat could be saved. 
In the 


event of several days of rain the per- 
centage of loss of water from Hear 
creek and San Pablo creek would be 
Breatty In excess of the capacity of the 
(tumc. 


"Did you oberve the character of 


the land at Pinole?" 
witness 
was 


asked. 


"I did." 
"You also observed the properties of 


It?" 
: "I did." 


"\Vhat nre they?" 
"The prevailing sill Is black adobe, 


formed by disintegration of shale rock 
of that section. 
It contains water In 


wet season and, when dry, cracks and 
Is difficult to work Into good engineer- 
ing. The water lakes up- the salt In 
the earth and becomes charg-d with It 
to a greater or less degree." 


"What '*i the height of the dam?" 
"One of the maps dot's not give In- 


dication of height, but one of the ex- 
hibits shows a profile reaching to 2SO 
feet, prwumbaly 
above 
tide water, 


making the 
height of 
the dam. I'SJ 


feet; giving a dam for reservoir capa- 
city tit 4,4^7.949.000 gallons." 


"With a dam of that height, what 


would be the yield lu tha years you 
have mentioned?" 


"It would be considerably less .than 
that of a reservoir of >I»rger dltnen- 
sKm.s. The larger capacity would be 
required to hold the run-ovcrMn order 
to get the yield I hf.ve given here. A 
reservoir of 1!" per cent capacity would 
not Rive, probably, more .than 40 to 50 
per cent of the average yields. 


"Do you think any dam 
could bo 


constructed cheaper .than the one you 
have mentioned?" 


"No. 
I do not think It could." 


"Could the rainfall of Pinole water 


shed be equal to that of San Leandro 
water shed?" 


Hayne objected. 
McCutcheim said that Hayne misun- 


derstood, because t\v was confounding 
the San Pablo scheme which the com- 
pany referred to in the opening* with 
the Pinole creek, which llayne had re- 
ferred to. The San Pablo dam was a 
storage scheme. The San Pablo and 
the Pinole dams were for 
diversion 


purposes. The water company had a 
right to shoiv what woulel he the wa- 
ter fall according to the San Pablo 
scheme. 


Hayne «ald that the matter had been 


Bone 
Into before. He. had read the 


whole thing yesterday. 


McCutcheon said that If Hayne had 


read the matter yesterday, he (Hayne) 
should 
remember 
It 
today. What 


Hayne had read yesterday was the ca- 
pacity of the reservoirs. 


Haynr said something about coun- 
sel's "weakening" and McCutcheon In- 
terrupted by saying that Hayne had a 
f.-.vorlte 
way 
of talking of falling 


<loun when he (Hayne) was met on 
lil« 
own 
ground and his Uluyne's) 


vlc.va were not adopted. 


Judge Hart said thut he rememhor- 
rd Allardt testifying In the premises 
us Mr. McCutchuon had said he had 
testified and It was finally derided to 
refer 
to 
the reporter's notes. The 


court said that the defendants had ta- 
ken up a place here and a place there 
nnd given testimony as to the water 
It would produce according to certain 
schemes. Now, he asked, did the petl- 
tliwier not have, a right to reply to It? 


Hayne still contended that the peti- 


tioner 
having gone Into the water 


bearing capacity of San Pablo creek It 
could not be gone Into again simply be- 
cause It was proposed to put the dam 
a little further down the creek. 


The testimony us written up by the 


reporter was then produced and Hayne 
read from It. 


"Where Is the 'yield' In the testimo- 


ny you have read?' asked McCutcheon 
Ironically. 


Hnyne 
labored 
nnd tried to prove 
that the testimony sustained his con- 
tention, hut McCutcheon said that the 
testimony, 
as he contended, showed 


nothing of the yield of the San Pablo 
scheme, and such seemed (o be the un- 
derstanding of the court who said th«t 
Mr. McCutcheon's question seemed to 
be allowable In rebuttal. 


AVItness said he was always of the 


opinion that the formation of the wat- 
ershed was such that the probability 


was,that the precipitation of San Pab- 
lilci and Pinole would be less than that 
of San Leundro. 


The character of water that would 


be Impounded In the San Pablo teser- 
volr would be more objectionable than 
that of San Loandro because of the na- 
ture of the soils. It would be harder 
and more objectionable as a drinking 
water and water for house consump- 
tion. 


Mr. McCutcheon then asked about 


tli» size of the flume referred to. 


Witness said ho hud seen tho tlume 


on Homo of the maps nnd finally Al- 
lardt 
was ic'iuested to produce the 


drawing he had madu. 


Hayne objected, saying that witness 


had no rfght to look at the maps. 


McCutcheon finally consented to al- 


low witness state the size of the tlume 
he had figured upon.

and nothing to do with the cafe," 


llayne persisted that he was correct- 


ly Informed and finally called on Al- 
lardt, who wag still lounging In

creeks.

located. The land was . located on 
Pinole creek about six or wven miles 
below thi- point wiiere •Kater was to 
be diverted from Pinole creek by 
a 


flume. All the water In Pan 
Pablo 


and Bear CreeTc wa» Included In 
the 


scheme. Pinole creek wa* nnt part of 
the scheme. The tunnel -.vhlch '«a» to 
form a part of the Pinole scheme was 
to run through a rid*e the top of 
which was about 100 fe<-t above the 
bed of the tunnel. He examined land. 
In th» Pinole nc/heme on the 4th of this 
month. A dam could be constructed 
there «o as to turn water Into a reser- 
voir. A dam to form uuch a reservoir 
would have to be 130 feet In height. 
Such a dam would have capacity of 
G.dOfl.fflO Kalians. The length would be 
marly three times that of the San 
Ijvamlrn dam. A great part of the ma- 
terial around the place wa* not cer- 
vlceable for dam 
building purpose. 


He had been obliged, because of 
the 


w.irtli!e»«ne*s

to 


change the nature of .a datn* which he 
had constructed In that neighborhood. 
A dam could not be constructed there 
nt earth found In that locality 
and
